Sarah E. was a sister of A. J. 
<Uncle Jack* Isham. another hon­ 
ored and respected pioneer.

E. Isham came to Texas with her 
parents in 1854 and on to Coman­ 
che County in 1855 and was a 
citizen of the county till her death 
in 1906. a period of 52 years.
